B u t g rafte d on 
F re nc h da ring and recklessness, and th e 
rou g h e r and m ore soldierly marine rs of 
th e north , th is sp irit of intrigu e p rov ed, 
cap able of v ery dreadfu l th ings. F or a 
tim e, u r til it w ore itself out, it w as th e 
curse of France. 
T w o dukes of Guise, 
F ra nc is and H enry; a cardinal of Guise, 
th e p rince of Conde, A dm iral Coligtiy, 
J u ng H enry H I.—all oi th ese th e tore- 
m ost m en of th e ir da y—died by assas­ 
sination w ith in little m ore th a n a qu a r­ 
te r of a centu rv , to sav i

p rince of O range and TTTLg H enry 
Great. 
T h en m a rk—a m ost curious th ing — 
th e extrem e you th ol th ose wh o w ere 
in th e business. France, subject to th e 
queen-m oth er, of course, was ruled a t 
th e tim e by boys scarce out of th e ir 
tu tors' h ands.

“ It is cu riou s,” says a Maine lawyer,

son cannot testify as a witness in court 
to anyth ing seen th rough glass.

not long ago, referring to th is notion. 
If th e glass th rough w h ich an action or 
ev ent was s**en was wav y, -o as to dis­ 
tort tin* up p -arance of objects, th at fact 
m igh t nowadays raise a doubt as to th e 
reliability of tie* * v idence, I ut could not 
exclude it.
